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A College With the Door Open 


i HE greatest need in education today,” says 
Marietta Johnson, “is a college which will 


have no entrance requirements, no external 


standards, no external pressure . . . where no 
student will be obliged to pass an examination or 
submit to a test.” 

This sweeping declaration by a woman whose Fair- 
hope School has for many years been famous, both 
here and in Europe, forecasts an educational reform 
that may have tremendous effect. 

The old-man-of-the-sea that rides with awful 
weight upon our schools is the college entrance re 
quirements. Whatever the faults of the college itself, 
they are trifling by comparison with that deadening 
pressure that colleges exert upon all the lower grades 
of education. There are less than a million students 
in our colleges, but there are many times a million 
in the secondary and grade schools. And almost all 
of these are studying subjects inspired or required 
by college requirements. 

High school courses are “preparatory” for college. 
Crrade schools are pre paratory for high school. Even 
the kindergarten does not wholly escape, for the 
teacher of pre-school children naturally wants her 
pupils to make a good showing when they go to 
school, And parents, in mistaken zeal, try to teach 
their little ones while still at home the rudiments of 
reading, writing and arithmetic “so that it will come 
easier to them later’. All down the line runs the 
blight that begins when the college says, “This and 
this they must know before they can enter here.” 
And though only a fraction of all children ultimately 
go to college, every one of them must study a pro 
gram thus prescribed.

T# AT vague terrifying thing called Life in the Great 

World is the end for which all schooling is sup 
posed to be an incessant pre paration. Years of tra 
dition have bred in our minds the belief that the only 
training worth giving a child is that which will be 
useful to him when he grows up. This philosophy, 
carried to its logical conclusion, rejects happy play 
and day-dreaming—an important function of the 
mind which is regarded in our era as merely a lazy 
waste of time. It denies the right of the child to 
enjoy his precious youth by doing the things he likes 
to do at the time, regardless of future success. 

When Mrs. Johnson proposes a college without 





entrance requirements, examinations or tests, she 
flings wide a docr of hope for youth. She boldly 
rejects the lesser idea of education as a preparation 
for life, proclaiming the greater idea that education 
itself is life. She would have her college door open 
to all normal young people of eighteen years or older. 
She would not care how much they knew of Latin or 
trigonometry or history or anything else. She would 
take them as they came and surround them with a 
vigorous intellectual atmosphere, made by teachers 
of strong personality, ripe scholarship and sympathy 
with youth. She would give them considerable guid 
ance, but without an obvious urge for results. The 
course of study would not be gzo-as-you please, but 
it would be elastic and informal. Discipline would 
be stern when necessary, but inspired by human 
understanding as it is now in the hands of the best 
college de ans. 

Classes would be neither lectures nor quizzes, but 
free discussion. The only test would be that of sin 
cerity, and the guiding principle would always be 
that alr ady applied with marked success in some 
lower schools—that no child shall ever fail, and that 
if there is any failure, it is that of the teaching sys- 
tem which has somehow missed its chance to arouse 
the interest and enthusiasm which come natural to 
every normal young human being.

“TT college” says Mrs. Johnson, “should properly 

be the last step in the Unit Experiment, begin 
ning with the kindergarten and continuing through to 
the A. B. degree. The degree would simply mark the 
close of the process, and would not in any way indi 
cate the kind of work that had been done.” 

One question comes to mind: If you abolish en 
trance requirements and examinations, why not do 
away also with the A. B. degree? The reply is that, 
the world being what it is, a degree has commercial 
value, because it is proof that the holder has satis- 
factorily completed a course of study and is pre 
sumably competent to take a job needing the services 
of an educated man or woman. There may be some 
doubt whether Mrs. Johnson's college will be author- 
ized to award a degree or whether its degree will be 
accepted at face value by an old-fashioned public. 
As to this we shall see, in all probability, for plans 
are under way for the establishment of the college. 
And thousands of us who have learned to regret the 
inadequacy of our own youth will wish it success.

The only difference 
between the M. Belasco and Mr. Hamilton Mac- 
adden, who has staged the show, is that where the 
former would have taken every advantage to make 
the scene theatrically piquant, the latter has gone at 
the job in such a slipshod manner that he gets nothing 
out of it. He brings in all the horses, mules, knife- 
throwers, cowboys, cowgirls, roughnecks, peanut 
vendors, Indians, cops and stilt-walkers necessary 
but, so far as theatrical entertainment goes, he might 
just as well have left them in their home towns. He

What story there is to the affair deals with a cocky 
cowboy and his sweet one who tries to save him from 
the swindling wiles of a Chicago hussy. The story 
is tripe—and the maladroit staging of its externals 
only emphasizes its trashy skimpiness. Almost the 
whole of the evening is taken up in an attempt to 
divert the audience's attention from the feeble plot 
with a procession of extras who mosey on and off 
like masqueraders at a fancy dress ball looking 
vainly for the punch-bowl. There are fat women 
and their brats, banjo players, announcers, smal] 
boys who sneak their way into the arena, cross- 
country hikers, popcorn vendors, bums, giggling 
sightseers, health food agents, trick riders, messenger 
boys, Indian chiefs and what not brought into the 
proceedings to do something about “color,” all to no 
effect. After all, a play has to have something of a 
play in it. That is probably the one and only rule 
of the theatre that holds good and has held good 
since the theatre began. All the extraneous hocus 
pocus in the world can’t make up for the absence of 
drama of some kind. And of drama “Buckaroo” con 
tains less than nothing. 

The only performances worth even cursory men 
tion are those of Ruth Easton, Nydia Westman, 
Clyde Dilson and Dell Cleveland.

JUVGING™ BOOKS 


SOCK the welkin! Whoop up 
the band! Fandango in the 
streets! That precious thing, a 
funny book, has appeared! It is 
“Decline and Fall,” by Evelyn 
Waugh, unknown brother to Alec 
Waugh. Brother Evelyn seems a 
fellow of infinite gifts. This first 
book of his runs the gamut of the 
risibilit’*s—from enormous belly 
laughs to delicate ticklings of the 
funnybone. 

Its insanely sane pages de 
scribe the Odyssey of a gentle 
Oxonian who careens thru the 
hazards of Waugh’s cock-eyed 
world, peopled with Waugh’s in 
imitable caricatures of humanity. 
Despite a somewhat feeble end, 
vou will find it an uproarious 
symphony of slapstick, satire, 
tomfoolery, intellect, fantasy and 
what you will. In sum, it is a 
Waugh of a book. 

“The Pathway,” by Henry 
Williamson —the beautiful but 
tragic saga of a modern Shelley, 
misunderstood and eventually cru 
cified by the narrow-minded ele 
ment ina Devon community. One 
of the most poetic love stories 
ever written; plus by far the 
finest description of rural English 
life we know; plus its other mani- 
fold virtues make this a tremen- 
dously moving and _ important 
work. 

“Sixty Seconds” is by Max- 
well Bodenheim, the bad boy of 
American letters. If you will strip 
away Massa Bodenheim’s spurious 
sophistries and heavy lecturing 
from his bare story, you will un- 
doubtedly enjoy what's left. 
Sixty seconds remain for a con 
demned man to live. He spends 
it in flashback retrospect of his 
life, reviewing his adventures, 
mainly with women and—well, 
women. It has been a life not 
unlike that of a Chester Gillette 
a sort of middle class American 
tragedy.

All thirteen tricks must be won 
against any defense. 


North plays the King and Ace 
of Diamonds, South discarding a 
club on the first trick and then 
being guided by East’s play to 
the second trick. 

East’s weakest defense is to 
trump. South overtrumps, estab 
lishes the Spades and leads 
through East’s trumps. 

If East discards a Spade, 
South must trump the high Dia 
mond, lead the Ace and Queen ot 
Spades, North trumping when 
the King covers.
